are situated, commanding him to put the

The Kespouslble Man for Our Soldiers 
Suffering in Hebel Prison*. 

Kds. Pkess: An article in your Satur- 
d • y's issue charged upon the rebel General 
Lee the chief responsibility for the cruelties 
practiced on our soldiers in Southern 
prisons. This is evidently incorrect, as 

ight be judged from the fact that General 
< i rant has nothing to do with the treatment 
of relW prisoners in our hands. The way 
prisoners of war are dealt with is always 
directed by the civil officers of State, as 
with us the War Department directs, and so 
iu all the governments of Europe. The 
odicers aud men guarding the prisons and 
ministering their rules are military, but 
they act under the orders of the proper ex- 
ecutive departments of their government. 
It is true they may exercise their office 
cruelly, but the system is established bv 
the chief executive of the government. It 
may be that there are many concerned in 
the devilish deed of starving our men; 
these may be considered hereafter, but there 
is one person who is responsible beyond 

Davis. 

1 1 is clear that the wickedness was coin- 
mitted on a system, and as a measure of 
Oovernment policy. The advantages ex- 
pected to be secured by it were several : 
first, if we retaliated, by bold and persistent 
l viug the rebel chief might fix on us the 
evil reputation of initiating the wrong do- 
ing, aud thus furnish a pretext to the na- 
tions of Europe to take part against us. 
Even if he did not succeed in fixing the 
crime on us, the existence of the cruelty on 
both sides might be held to justify interfer- 
ence; second, by introducing these horrors 
in the war he hoped to exasperate the 
Southern people to desperate deeds, and thus 
make true what he had ever been so free to 
assert, that the last man and woman, and 
child should die before submission; third, 
to induce the prisoners by means of pro- 
tracted tortures to desert the cause they bad 
fought for, and find relief by joining the 
rebel ranks; fourth, and practically more 
important to kill off our men, or reduce 
them to such a state of debility, physical 
and mental, as to be, if exchanged, unser- 
viceable for months, or forever, while he 
knew that we would return to him unequal 
number of sound men, who having been 
better kept and fed than 'yver before iu their 
Uvea, would be capable of immediate return 
to active duty. 

To make these cold-blooded calculations 
and to act on them with unre.enting persis- 
t ncy there uever was a man more capable 
than the rebel chief, Jki f Davis. This war 
was not necessary to reveal his character to 
those who have known him well. Bitter 
and maliguant always, selfish and unscru- 
pulous, utterly unconscious ot the obliga- 
tion to be houest aud truthful, but a com- 
plete master of the arts of hypocrisy, he 
could seem to be frank aud earnest while 
his whole discourse and his whole nature 
were filled with a lying spirit. His auda- 
city was unbounded; no matter how foul a 
measure might be, or how vile a person, ho 
never would hesitate in supporting or sus- 
taining either if subservient to his pur- 
poses. Hence his satellites were strongly 
nound to him, but he was unmerciful to all, 
however deserving of good and however 
pure or bright, who refused to be his instru- 
ments. There is no doubt that he has con- 
templated his treason for years and has 
worked to bring it about in all the high of- 
fices he has held under the United States 
and in which to be false is perjurv. 

This then is the uian who, above all oth- 
ers and beyond a doubt, is to be charged 
with the devilish treatment of our soldiers 
in his prisons. He cannot escape the charge, 
however It may be with others who helped 
him in his wickedness, and he should not 
be released from the responsibility. What 
punishment should be meted out to him in 
this world need not be specified. Let him 
at least ba infamous iu history, for in all 
hisiory there is no record of cruelty so hor- 
rible as that practiced persistently through 
years by him on his suffering countrymen. 

It would be a good thing if our officers 
and soldiers who have experienced the hor- 
rors of the rebel prisons, should form an 
association to act together, not only to 
ensure retribution to the guilty, but to see 
that they are not belied. T he re is great 
probability that after the war closes a 
thousand venal pens will be at work to 
falsify the record and justify the evil-doers, 
and thus become history if suffered to go on 
unchecked. The associated sufferers could 
prevent tne wrong, and by keeping faithful 
watch and acting together, could keep their 
persecutors out of places where they could 
do further mischief or obscure the record of 
the past. The officers of our revolutionary 
war formed the "Society of the Cincinnati," 
to keep alive the memory of their deeds 
and their sufferings, and to give to each 
other a mutual support; and such of our 
soldiers as have suffered in rebel prisons 
might do the same with a good effect.

SLAVERY AND RECONSTRUCTION. 

The Richmond Whig, as our readers are 
aware, has been born again, if we may be 
allowed the expression. It has passed from 
darkness to light; from the advocacy of 
chaos aud the kingdom of evil to loyalty 
and devotion to a free, regenerated, and re- 
stored I nion. It now says, amongst 
other good things, that "whatever 
may be the fate of the constitutional 
amendment, It is as certain as the 
sun will rise, that slavery in Virginia 
is dead* This is true enough of the whole 
South. It remains to be seen whether the 
afflicted inhabitants of that region are pre- 
pared to see and acknowledged this Import- 
ant fact.

THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE 
SUFFERING OF OUR SOLDIERS IN 
REBEL PRISONS. 

The reader will find an interesting com- 
munication in to-day's issue on this subject, 
from the pen of an old army officer. 

We do not dissent materially from the 
writer's view of the matter, except, perhaps, 
on a point or two. He undoubtedly gives 
a true picture of Jeff. Davis. And it is just 
enough to fix upon him the chief responsi- 
bility for this unmatched diabolism. We 
are not too merciful to wish that the dead 
fac *s of his starved victims might haunt 
him with theii accusing looks of suffering 
and despair, day and night without cessa- 
tion till death or penitence overtakes him. 
It is difficult to characterize or estimate the 
degree of this man's guilt. It is no extrav- 
agance to call it fiendish. No term derived 
from the exhibitions of ordinary human 
depravity or animal ferocity, is descriptive 
of, or applicable to it. We certainly admit 
that this satauic completeness of guilt at- 
taches to that prince of living villians. 

But we cunnot forget that Gen. Robert K. 
Leo has been all the while cognizant of 
these monstrous offenses against God and 
man, and that he his held a sway over the 
fortunes and conduct of the confederacy 
hardly second to that of Jeff Davis himself. 
It does not appear that he has ever protest- 
ed against, or disapproved, or in any man- 
ner criticised the treatment meted out to 
our prisoners.

What Ketkipts ark Exempt from 
Stamp DOIT. — It is the impression of many 
persons that the act of Congress, approved 
3d of March, 1865, exempts all papers relat- 
ing to express matter from stamp duty. In 
this they are mistaken, as the exemption re- 
lates entirely to papers issued by express 
companies. 

The law as amended reads thus: "Re- 
ceipts lor the payment of any sum of 
money, or t.-r the pavment of any debt due, 
HMMiH tweuty dollars, not being for the 
saiisiactiim o: any mortgage or judgment 
or deeree of any court, and a receipt for the 
delivery of any property, except receipts 
issued by any persons, linns or companies 
»iojiij; business as an express or express 
company ou the delivery of any property 
for transjinrtatioii, two cents." 

It will be perceived that parties issuing 
papers to express companies are us much 
bound to stamp such papers as before the 
passage of tbe law referred to. In oilier 
tjPM**W, tli«- receipt (// rot by an express com- 
pany for property or money to be trans- 
ported .Iocs not r. <piire a stamp. The re- 
ceipt rwfHfeari !>y an express company for 
the delivery of property or money (over 



MissipNAKv Work in Louisville.— For 
several years past the American and Foreign 
Christian Union has sustained a missiou in 
this city, and with most encouraging re- 
sults*. Dnring the last three years, Rev. 
Joseph M. Sadd, assisted by his estimable 
lady, has been its missionary in Louisville, 
in which period six Sunday and industrial 
or ragged schools have been under his care, 
into which have been gathered and are now 
found enrolled the names of four hundred 
youth— mostly of Irish and German pa- 
rentage. These youth have been picked up 
from the lanes, alleys, garrets, cellars, and 
levees of the city. 

During the existence of this mission in 
Louisville, not less than seven hundred 
such youth have been led through its 
schools, and instructed of God, and Christ, 
and Heaven and duty, three-fourths of 
whom have been foreigners. 

"Our principal Industrial School, num- 
bering eighty-live girls, has had expended 
upon it about eighty dollars for material, 
and about a garment has been completed 
for each child. 

"A second Industrial School is at the 
House of Refuge, which Mrs. Sadd super- 
intends, which, when the new room uow 
preparing for it is completed, will number 
at least fifty girls. 

The following is the Missionary's summa- 
ry of his last year's labois: *» 

"Preached at eighty different times and 
places; attended twenty-four funerals, vis- 
iting the family before *nd after the same, 
and praying with them. Have delivered 
thirty Sabbath-school addresses. Held 
twenty-six Prayer Meetings. Held twenty 
Bible-class exercises. Visited the Alms

TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN. 

A PROCLAMATION BY THE PRESIDENT. 

By the President of the United States of 
America— A Proclamation— Whereas for 
some time past vessels of war of the 
United States have been refused in certain 
ports privileges to which they were entitled 
by treaty, public law or the comity of na- 
tions, and at th* same time that vessels of 
war of the country, wherein the said privil- 
eges and immunities have been withheld, 
have enjoyed them fully and unin- 
terruptedly in the ports of the United States, 
which condition of things has not always 
been forcibly resisted by the United States, 
although on the other band they have not 
at times failed to protest against and de- 
clare their dissatisfaction with the same to 
the enemies of the United States, and where- 
as no condition any longer exists which 
can be claimed to justify the denial to them 
by any one of said nations of tbe customary 
naval rights, which course has hereto- 
fore been so unnecessarily persisted 
in. Now, therefore, I Abraham Lincoln, 
President of the United States, do hereby 
make known that if, after a reasonable 
time shall have elapsed for the intelligence 
of this proclamation to have reached any 
foreign country in whose parts the said 
privileges and immunities shall continue 
to be so refused, then and thenceforth the 
same privileges aud immunities shall be 
refused to the vessels of war of the country 
in the ports of the United States, and the 
refusal shall continue till the war vessels 
of the United States have been placed on 
an entire equality in tbe foreign ports afore- 
said with similar vessels of other countries. 
The United States, whatever claim or pre- 
tence may have existed heretofore, are 
now at least entitled to claim ana 
receive an entire and friendly equality of 
rights aud hospitalities with all maritime 
nations. 

Iu witness whereof I have set my hand 
and caused the seal of the United States 
to l>e affixed. Done at the city of Wash- 
ington this 11th day Of April, A. D., 18G...

DIOSTRUCTloN IN RICHMOND. 

The aggregate value of the property de- 
stroyed in Richmond foots up $2, 140,240. 
Imposing as these figures appear they are 
far short of the truth, for the reason al- 
ready stated— that real esi ate was betore.in- 
variably assessed much below the value it 
before commanded in market. 

RICHMOND H03FITALS. 

All the hospitals in Richmond have been 
taken possessiou of by the military author- 
ities and are used for the (rare and comfort 
equally of the Federal and Confederate 
sick and wounded. 

A number of Confederate surgeons left in 
the city have been paroled to attend to the 
Confederate sick aud wounded. The Win- 
der, Jackson and Howard Grove hospitals, 
the principal C< nfederate hospitals, are 
used for the accommodation of the Federal 
wounded. Their accommodations are for 
about 2,400 beds, which accommodations 
were left entire by the Confederate authori- 
ties. Castle Thunder is used as a receptacle 
for citizen prisoners.

It was then understood, 
however, that while foreign powers would 
respect an effectual blockade of these ports 
a claim to exercise legal authority over 
them as over other ports of the United States 
would not be respected. 

It is bel ie ved that the time has < ■•■ >me, how- 
ever, when the United States Government 
can claim to exercise that legal authority 
over all its property and ports, whether 
blockaded or not, which belongs to every 
independent sovereign power. A sufficient 
numoer of Southern ports are left open for 
legitimate trade, and those now proclaimed 
closed will, it is presumed, be reopened af- 
ter a ti M. Meanwhile, blockade running 
Is likely to be effectively ended. The issu- 
ing of the proclamation is understood to 
have been the business on which Secretary 
Seward was about to visit City point with 
the President lust week.

my's cull nt ry. The enemy were driven 
from the strong fortifications guarding the 
approach to the magnificent bridge crossing 
the Appamattox. The enemy tad here 
strong, well-stocked forts, and we antici- 
pated a determined resistance. , We cap- 
tured them with but little trouble, however, 
— i iiliag eighteen pieces of all calibers and 
fashions. 

1 ne enemy then fell back and took up a 
position near Farmville. Here they held 
us the entire remainder of the day, notwith- 
ling strong efforts on the part of the 
corps to dislodge them. The enemj* 
■ \t-ral times to cut his way through 
our lines, but always with such fatal effect 
to himself that he finally abandoned the 
attempt. 

The 2d division was sent down the rail- 
road to seize the village of Farmville, which 
they did without trouble. Previously they 
had a skirmish, in which General Smyth 
was, it is feared, mortally wounded. 

General Kwell, after bis capture, said 
General Lee long since wanted to take all 
Mi troops westward and there disband 
them, but Davis would not consent. 

Another World's correspondent, dating 
Burksville, Anril 7th, says: Yesterday 
Sheridan discovered a force of the enemy 
and a large wagon train pushing briskly 
toward their main army. He immediately 
pushed ahead his troops and formed in a 
position from which thev were driven, -and 
after hard fighting they Yell back to another 
position, brow which Sheridan could not 
with bis cavalry alone budge them.
